Entering the furnaces, of which 
there are three in the present unit, 
the mass becomes a molten fluid. 
In front of tne largest furnace is the 
compressor, a most complicated 
appearing machine of great weight. 
Moving on a track bed and over- 
head pipes working on flexible 
elbows this ponderous equipment 
takes part'in the blowing process. 
The bottles are first in the form of 
a solid mass sucked up into the core 
of a mold of uniform diameter. 
These remove themselves automati- 
cally and the core of glass is caught 
up in some way in the great heat

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BOYS WILL BE BOYS 
—Goes the old saying. As 
Roosevelt says of corporations, 
so it applies among boys.— 
There are good boys and bad 
boys. By bad boys it is not 
intended here to imply wilfully, 
simply 
mischievously bad or bad to 
satisfy 
which a more 


maliciously bad, but 


some inate craving 


mature mind 


could successfully resist, 

Judge Ben B. Lindsay, the 
greatest. friend that the so- 
called bad boy has ever had, 
declares that there is no ‘such 
thing as a naturally bad boy, 
but that what is so character- 
ized is due to any one of a 
myriad of conditions. of life, 
enviroment, restraint and dis- 
cipline. No two boys are born 
and reared exactly alike and 
we should not mete out a man’s 
punishment fora boy's crime. 

Appeal to a boy's pride, 
awaken in him an appreciation 
of trust placed in him, or invoke 
his confidence in you and he is 
won; curse him, thrash him and 
call on his head the sneers of 
his playmates and he will turn 
out a criminal. . Any student of 
juvenile life of the present day 
will agree on this. 

Last night a representative 
of the ReEvimw quizzed two 
boys in the Redcliff jail for in- 
formation pertaining to the 
perpetration of peculiarly 
ingenious crimes for which 

‘they were locked up. Turning 
to leave he walked to the end 
of the corridor and opened the 
door, but instead of going out 
slammed the door shut and 
stood motionless doing a little 
legitimate eavesdropping. Not 
a word escaped the boys for 
full five minutes and then after 
a few hot shots at each other 
one said: 

“Say, what will the kids think 
of us?” ~ 

“Aw, they all know. it, “re- 
plied the more wisened little 
fellow, “they'll tease us to death 
and I'm going back where the 
folks came from.” 

Do boys have pride? Is not 
that sufticient evidence? in 
many boys livesa similar plight 
would be the turning point 
either to Rightville or a gen- 
uine criminal’s career. Boys of 
ten, or even of fifteen are not 
responsible for their actions. 
Browbeating punishment only 
begets sullen, dogged revenge 
in humans. Ben Liridsay used 


to refer to the confidence he |° 


once placed in his “worst bad 
hoy” in releasing him by written 
order to the reformatory and 
remanding him on his honor to 
appear before him. The boys 
haye not brought disgrace on 
themselves or any one else.

A year 
ago today three contending 
factions in the Unitéd States, 
best divisioned as Monopoly, 
People and Vainglory, were 
heralding their predictions of 
of victory from the house tops. 
Monopoly and Vainglory were 
too busy throwing mud to note 
People’s increasing strength, 
due, in part, to the schism in 
the ranks of the Old Reliable. 
Yet as election duy approached 
and the strength of the Wilson- 
Bryan team became apparent 
the opposing forees, still side- 
swiping at one another, united 
in warning the people of the 
disastrous consequences that 
would inevitably attend -the 
meeting of the out-stretched 
hand of the Democratic party. 
Although but once in power in 
a generation and defeated at 
four-year intervals, they were 
necessarily no good and must 
be repudiated again. Yet in 
spite of all the sinister fore- 
boding the tariff policies of the 
present administration have 
not so demoralized the country 
as their early effects were ex- 
pected to. ‘Trade is not dis- 
rupted.

Uses for Sawdust 

Not so very long ago about the 
only real use anyont had for saw- 
dust was for packing ico. That was 
When small local sawmills were more 
common, Aud the amount of this form 
‘of waste wood. was, or at any rate ap- 
peared, comparatively smeil, Now, 
When the tendency js to consolidate 
these into large wills with a capacity 
of several hundred thousand feet .f 
lumber per day, the daily ‘waste in 
sawdust is seen to be enormous and 
much experimenting is belng done to 
discover new methods of utilizing ¥. 

Perhaps the most promisity ven- 
ture in sawdust utilization” {in «this 
cuntry is the, manufacture , of 
ethyl (or erain) alcohol. 
is treated with sulphuric acid under 
suitable coriditions, resaltiug tu the 
formation of sugar, which is then fer- 
mented to produce alcohol. Several 
plants have been erected to produce 
alcohol from wood in this manner and 
though thero are some difficulties 
still to be overcome, the ultimate suc- 
cess of the process on’ a commercial 
scale is orsured. 

Sawdust has been successfully man- 
ufactured into briquettes for fuel for 
a considerable time in Burope by a 
very simple process. The shavings 
and vawdust are first steam- 
dried, the! water contained ‘in the 
wood being thus evaporated and the 
resin almost liquified. The sawdust 
i. then compressed under heat into 
briquets of the desired size, the con- 
tained resin acting:as a ‘binder, A 
firm in Vancouver is engaged in a 
similar line of manufacture, te saw- 
dust being compressed into: a cylin- 


| drical tube, where it is cut into short 


lengtts by a revolvirg’ knife, emerg-

Fornet’s discovery may result in new 
methods of treat’ az smallpox, it is im- 
portant in that it will make possible 
the preparatién-of a pure vaccine vir- 
us which may lessen the ‘ill results 
sometimes followi.g vaccination, and 
thus deprive the German anti-vaccina- 
tionists, whose number is already con- 
siderable and steadily increasing. of 
much ammunition, The Cerman law 
requires the vaccination of allchildren 
in first year and again in the twelfth, 
and igs very rigorously enforced.
